The U.. S. 
Treasury with­ 
drew government deposits from the 
banks r.t a rapid rate. 
Taxpayers 
in anticipation of payments on June 
15 were temporarily short of invest­ 
ment funds, or at least conservative 
about making commitments. 
As a 
result of Treasury withdrawals and 
the husbanding of cash resources by 
taxpayers, the rate

advanced to 7 1-2 per cent, the first 
of June. 
Another adverse

was the absorption of bank credit

These issues,

Another 
temporary

was 
the removal of the artificial 
basis 
of lending on Liberty Bonds which 
has 
prevailed for

years. 
During the war Liberty Bond buyers 
were told that they would be as good 
as cash and the banks in many cases 
renewed loans on the 
basis of the 
par value. 
From now on, however 
loans will be made in proportion to 
the actual market 
value. 
The re­ 
moval of this artificial peg 
caused 
some heaviness in Liberty Bonds. 


Finally, the sudden 
drop in the 
foreign exchange tended to confuse 
sentiment in the 
money 
market. 
The sudden decline in 
sterling and 
francs was attributed to the sale of 
those 
currencies 
by 
the 
German 
Government in order to 
realize 
a 
supply of American dollars for de­ 
posit in New York, as provided in 
the reparations tterms stipulated by 
the Allies. 
Eventually, of 
course, 
this accuculation of German indem­ 
nity funds in New York 
will react 
in 
favor of 
the finances of 
Great 
Britian and France, and it

likely that part of the recent slump 
in the foreign exchanges was due to 
speculative short selling by some of 
the international bankers 
who are 
well acquainted 
with the 
broader 
aspects of the 
indemnity 
transac­ 
tions.

The House Ways and Moans Com- •• 
mittee has adopted a tariff of twenty- 
live per cent ad valorem on all tini.-li­ 
ed lumber. 
This tariff was not re- 
que.-te<! by the lumber industry and is 
opposed by a greater part of the in­ 
dustry. 


The communication received by the 
Pennsylvania 
members of 
Congress 
fellows: 


"We understand that th.- 
Means Committee on June 
ed the Canadian tariff to apply on our 
import from that country. While this 
provides that all rough lumber shall 
shall come in free it aiso contains a 
25 per cent ad valorem duty on all 
finished lumber. 
It 
is the 
finished 
lumber that goes into the building of 
our homes. 
If the proposal of the 
Ways and Means Committee is adopt­ 
ed not one foot of finished lumber 
can be imported into this 
country. 
This proposal is three or four times 
higher tha n the Payne-AIdrich rates 
of 1909 on finished lumber. 


"If the lumber 
comes in in the 
rough free of duty it means that the 
consumer must not only pay the regu­ 
lar mill price but also mus: pay the 
difference in the freight cost between 
the rough and the finished lumber. 
In addition to this 
- the consumer must 
pay the cost of putting this rough 
lumber through a planing mill in this 
country in order to fit for his usage. 
Exactly what does this mean? 
As­ 
sume a carload of fir lumber is im­ 
ported from Vancouver, H. C, to New 
York City i n the rough instead of in 
the dressed state. The difference in 
the weight between rought and dress­ 
ed fir I amber is about 700 pounds to 
the 1,000 feet. 
The freight rvm from 


Vancouver to New York is 7?.0i"5 per 
100 pounds. This 
means t.;at the 
freight cost of importing the rough 
lumber is about S7.50 per th.vjsanJ 
feci more than importing tlij dressed 
lumber.

"It means that Canada cannot ship 
her dressed lumber in here, and it fur­ 
ther accentuates our own timber de­ 
pletion. 
Canada has a much greater 
supply of standing timber per capita 
of consumption than has the United 
States, and since the United States 
does now and has in the past shipped 
its lumber into Canada in large quan­ 
tities 
and undersold 
the 
Canadian 
manufacturer in the Canadian mark­ 
et, it is apparent that where a duty 
j on dressed lumber going into Canada 
might be entirely justified because of 
the higher cost of porduction in Can­ 
ada, yet the poriilem of the United 
States is to obtain every foot of Ca­ 
nadian lumber possible at the lowest 
cost in order to save its own timber 
supply. 


about 60 per cent of all of the white 
pine coming into this counry from 
Canada comes in in the dressed form. 
This proposed duty would absolutely 
embargo the importations of this pine 
in the face of facts contained in the 
report of the Chief Forester in Sen­ 
ate Resolution 
311, published 
June 
1st, 1920, that the white pine supply- 
in this country is nearly exhausted, 
and that only the State of Idaho has 
any appreciable

city is not at issue when conditions 
in the two countires arc absolutely 
opposite. 
Every piece of lumber im­ 
ported is just that much saved in the 
stump of our own supply. This pro­ 
posed duty means first, accentuated 
depletion of our waning timber sup­ 
ply, second an immediate increase in 
the cost of lumber to the home build­ 
er. It will offset largely or entirely 
the legislation passed by the various 
states 
exempting the new building 
from taxation and fixing low rats of 
interest on building loans. A ?250 to 
5300 increase in the cost of the lum­ 
ber and shingles going into the aver­ 
age workingman's dwelling is equiva­ 
lent to 4 to 6 years

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THE BARNESBORO DISASTER. 


The collapse of a moving picture theatre at Barnesboro, 
Cambria county, resulting in death to eight persons and injuries 
to nine more, is a matter that should command the attention of 
the entire state to guard against a repetition of such horrors. 
The fall of the structure is declared due to excavating beside 
it, one of the foundation walls crumbling. Frightful negligence 
on the part of the borough officers and the owner of the theatre 
are written all over the affair. 
When a building used as a 
place of public amusement is allowed to become so decrepit as 
to fall while filled with men, women and children, killing eight 
and injuring a number of others, it is utterly impossible to deny 
carelessness. 
When it u stated that no complaint had been 
filed against the structure, it only raises the question as to why 
there was no officer in Barnesboro, a town of more than 4,000 
inhabitants, with sufficient interest in public safety—with"suf- 
ficient regard for duty—to take such action. A building does 
not instantly become so weak as to fall; it gives signs of its 
decay for some time previously. Certainly as excavating was 
going on beside it, common sense should have instructed the 
authorities of the law—the "guardians" of the public—that' 
there was danger. 


No excuse should be tolerated. All responsibile should be 
made to pay to the extent of their ability, and every recreant 
public officer at least be dismissed. 
Public guardianship will 
never be improved if examples are not made of those who be­ 
tray their trust. 
There was plenty of authority for closing j 
the place the moment danger was suspected, and, as pointed i 
out, any officer having to do with public safety should have \ 
suspected danger under such circumstances. 
| 


• The safety of every community in the state demands that 
all join on such an occasion as this to see to it that those guilty 
of such flagrant and deadly carelessness are treated as they 
deserve.—Pittsburg Post.

Summer spraying with lime sul­ 
phur should therefore be carried out 
in bright, sunny

inquiries of the Pennsylvania

reau of Plant Industry as to why, 
apple, pear and quince 
trees which 
have blossomed and set fruit should 
later on put out a second set of 
bloom, which is usually scanty in 
nature, though these later blossoms 
may be fertilized and 
bear 
good 
fruit. 


The explanation lies in 
the fact 
that a terminal or shoot 
bud was 
killed by the spring frosts and one 
of the fruit buds cluster 
around it 
was compelled to take 
its 
place. 
These 
fruit buds 
would 
normally 
grow only enough during the com­ 
ing summer to 
prepare them 
for 
blossom and 
fruit bearing 
in the 
summer of 1922. But 
since 
they 
have even thus early assumed the 
definite character 
of 
fruit 
buds, 
when compelled to change over and 
produce leafy shoots they cannot do 
so completely on such 
short notice. 
Hence under the stimulus of vege­ 
tative growth induced 
by the at­ 
tempt to become a leafy twig, the 
blossoms in these buds, that would 
otherwise 
have 
remained 
dormant 
for a year, aio forced into develop­ 
ment and the leafy shoot bears one 
or more 
well

She lived 
in pre-dynastic 
Egypt, 
long before history had begun. She 
was thousands of years before the 
Pyramids and before men chipped on 
stone the recoiil of their lives and

j Egypt, this is the oldest 
preserved 


j body of a woman ever known,

Experts say she was about twenty
